Nobel Prize for medicine announced 
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STOCKHOLM 
(I P it 
The 
1972 Nobel Prize for 
Medicine was awarded today to Dr Gerald Fdelman of the 
United States and Dr. ltodne> Porter of Britain for their 
studies of antibodies, the built in human mechanism 
against infection The prize this year is worth $100.000 
Scientists have concentrated on this study of immunology 
m hopes of finding some antibody that could kill cancer 
cells and would lead scientists to solving the problem of the 
human body’s automatic rejection of transplanted organs 
Edelman. 43, is with the Rockefeller University in New 
York City which he joined in i960 Porter, 55, has been 
professor of biochemistry at Britain's Oxford University 
since 1967 
The awards were announced by the Caroline Institute 
which said their work had laid 
a firm foundation for truly 
rational research, something that was previously largely 
lacking in immunology “ 
“Their discoveries represent clearly a breakthrough that 
immediately incited a fervent research activity the whole 
world over, in all fields ot immunological science, yielding 
results of practical value for clinical diagnostics and thera­ 
py. the Institute said 


Both Fdelman and Porter have been reported as 
favorites for several years to win the medicine prize. 


They had worked to solve the secret of the antibodies 
which is the collective name for a group of blood proteins 
that play an important role in man's defense against 
infections. 
I ntil 1959 scientists knew little about the nature and 
functions of these antibodies, despite a century of research 
Earlier this year, Edelman and Porter independently 
presented the first results of their investigations that will 
lead to a practically complete clarification of the most 
essential 
questions 
concerning 
the 
nature 
of 
these 
substances, the institute said 
Edelman. had won numerous awards in the past including 
the Eli Lilly Award in Biological Chemistry and is a 
member of the American Academy of Arts and Sciences 
and the American ( hermcal Society 
1 or ter. 55, has been professor of biochemistry at the 
University of Oxford since 1967 He, too. has received a 
number of awards in the past, including an Award of Merit 
from the Gardiner Foundation and the Ciba Medal for 
Biological Chemistrv

East’s jump to five dia­ 
monds was one of those pre­ 
mature saves. He decided 
t h a t his opponents could 
make four spades and that 
the loss his partner would 
take at five diamonds dou­ 
bled would be less than the 
score for a vulnerable game. 
He was pretty sure that if 
he bid four diamonds and 
then five he would be dou­ 
bled and he hoped that his 
quick jump to that contract 
might get him a reprieve. 
It did. South decided that 
five spades would wheel in 
and that he couldn’t set five 
diamonds enough to cover 
the loss of the game. 
He was right to that ex­ 
tent. West would be down 
500 at five diamonds dou­ 
bled. 
He was w r o n g in his 
major premise.

stressed the fact that the air 
strikes for which General 
lavelle has been criticized 
were directed solely at 
military targets, including

said Schmitz

('alifornia presently reads that "all men 
are by nature free and independent and 
have certain inalienable rights, among 
which are those of enjoying and defending 
life and liberty; acquiring, possessing and 
protecting property, and pursuing and 
obtaining safety and happiness." 
Proposition 11 on the November 7 ballot 
would add the word "privacy" to the 
Constitution and 
substitute 
the word 
"men" for "people." 
On the surface, this appears to be an 
extremely popular Proposition without 
any organized opposition nor promotion. 
However, it certainly has its pitfalls. 


The measure is purposely designed to 
control the dissemination of information 
gathered by people. This appears to be the 
intent of the authors. However, privacy is 
not defined in the measure and it is our 
belief that the amendment is entirely 
unnecessary. 
Historically and traditionally the courts

have protected the privacy rights of an 
individual. If approved, we feel that this 
amendment 
will 
clog 
our 
already 
overloaded court system with case upon 
case in order to secure a definition of 
privacy. 
We teel, also, that the right to privacy as 
not defined will be used in many instances 
to initiate fraud in welfare recipient cases. 
If proper information cannot be gathered 
to legitimacize welfare claims, it is bound 
to produce traud. As a protector of the 
people's right to know, we fear the loss of 
public record with the approval of this 
amendment. 
It is granted that there has been a 
certain amount of promiscuity involved in 
the dissemination of information gathered. 
However, the courts have protected the 
individual in all instances and we strongly 
feel that we must rely on the courts to do 
the same.

On the surface, 
this may not sound 
like much, but it 
really is. Most of us 
take for granted the

newspaper will be 
on our front porch 
each night at about 
the same time 
We never think about how it got 
there. 
L i k e 
the 
p o s tm a n , 
the 
newspaperboy 
must 
deliver 
his 
product 
through 
all 
kinds 
of 
weather. Nothing must deter him 
from making his appointed rounds. 
His task IS not always an easy one, 
but he completes 
it each day, 
nevertheless. 
I ’ve written about our carrierboys 


in the past, but their story is worth 
repeating. And since this Saturday 
is National Newspaperboy Day, I ’d 
like to throw a little praise their 
way. 
Over the past thirteen or so years, 
it has been my privilege to have 
been associated in one way or 
another with several hundreds of 
newspaperboy s. I have on many

along with official members of the 
city body. 
There is the story that Harry 
Crompe likes to tell about the 
Lompoc police chief who threw him 
out of the police department with 
orders 
never 
to 
return. 
Well, 
Crompe did return and the matter 
was resolved in favor of the right to 
gather the news 


A 
few 
years 
ago 
another 
embroiled 
issue 
involving 
the 
gathering of the news, this time also 
affecting the police department was 
resolved after a breakfast meeting 
with a couple of city councilmen and 
the city administrator. I should say 
that present Police Chief James D. 
Smith was not involved. Smith in my 
view has the most enlightened and 
professional 
approach 
to 
news 
media of any I ’ve bumped into in 
about 20 Southern California cities 
Not all of the experiences I can 
remember ended happily. Take the 
City of Industry for example. At the 
time 1 was covering the city council 
meetings there and before me, a 
fine reporter. Paul Strobel, the 
council 
would 
act 
on 
various 
questions by title only. At a given 
moment it was anybody’s guess 
what measure 972, for example, 
meant. As a result of Strobel’s two- 
year 
effort, 
the 
grand 
jury 
investigated the city, but they didn’t 
come up with anything in the way of 
indictments. I wasn t any rrore 
successful when I look over for 
Strobel. 
Take the question of a reporter, 
last name, McCormack. He was 
covering a murder trial for the 
Oxnard-Press Courier 
when 
the 
judge revealed that a woman had 
been secretly arrested in the case. 
The judge ordered the matter kept 
secret. 
McCormack, 
of 
course 
promptly wrote a story detailing the 
arrest and before the ink was dr>' on 
the newsprint, he landed in jail. It 
was a long drawn out affair that was 
finally decided by a three-judge 
appeals 
court 
— 
in 
favor 
of 
McCormack. The landmark ruling, 
published over three or four pages in 
the Oxnard 
paper, 
slapped 
the 
judicial wrists of the judge. 
I ’ve lost track of it in the past few 
days but the news has dealt with a 
reporter who went to jail rather 
than reveal his confidential news 
sources to a grandjury. 
These stories could go on and on, 
but this much should make the point 
adequately. The use of rights and 
protections of the constitution are 
sometimes fraught 
with hazard. 
Those rights have to be reaffirmed 
every day, and hopefully the spirit 
of 
those 
constitutional 
rights, 
extended. 
On the state and national scene, 


legislatures and the congress are 
doing a lot of things the public has a 
right to know in greater detail
